Advisory Committee Avoids Use of Phrase 


‘Black Market’ but Hints Attractive Prices 


in East Aren't Legitimate. 


Investigation of meat and poul- 
try supplies that are by-passing 


the St. Louis market was asked 
for by the St. Louis Food Distribu- 
tion Advisory Commitee in a reso- 
lution adopted yesterday at a 
meeting at the Mark Twain Hotel. 

Although the phrase “black mar- 
ket” was carefully avoided by the 
committee, the implication was 
that meat and poultry produced in 
this area is being shipped east 
where it can be sold for prices 
which are not “legitimate.” The 
resolution asked that the Office of 
Price Administration check up on 
the prices for which ‘the supplies 
are sold and that the War Food 
Administration co-operate with the 
Office of Defense Transportation 
to see that transportation facilities 
are not being used to ship supplies 
from the St. Louis area to other 


parts of the country for purposes 
that are not “legitimate.” 


Victor H, Maurath, executive 
secretary of the Missouri-Illinois 
Food Distributors and chairman 
of the St, Louis Food Distribution 
Advisory Committee, said today 
there had been a very large 
amount of slaughtering of poultry 
and livestock in Missouri and Ar- 
kansas which had not been re- 
flected in increased supplies in the 
St. Louis market. 

At the request of Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann, representatives of 
eight local packing houses today 
met with city officials to discuss 
the problem of supplying munic- 
ipal institutions with the 12,000 
pounds of beef listed as the min- 
imum: monthly need.

PLANES DIRECTING

Thousands Herded Toward 
Prison Camps—Cub Plane 
Brings in 19, 


LONDON, March 21 (AP). — 
Thousands of German soldiers 
roaming about the Western front 
intendi to surrender are being 
directed to prison camps by Allied 
planes, the Luxembourg radio said 
today. 

A dispatch from the United 
States First Army front said the 
pilot of a cub observation palne 
found 19 docile Germans in a 
field, swooped low over them and 
motioned toward the American 
lines. He followed them until 
ground troops took them in charge. 
The Luxembourg broadcast said 
that following a suggestion by 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, great 
masses of German civilians in 
Mannheim, Ludwigshafen and 
Frankfurt on the Main, including 
war workers, “are moving east- 
ward,” 


REDS SAY NAZIS SOLD SLAVES 
AT KOENIGSBERG AT $4 EACH 


Captured German Quoted as Say- 
ing He Marketed 75,000 
Russians a Year. 


LONDON, March 21 (AP).—The 
Moscow radio said today that a 


brisk slave market had existed in 
Koenigsberg, capital of East Prus- 
sia, at which adult persons from 
occupied lands were sold for 
about ten marks (about $4 pre- 
war) each, and children for five or 
six marks each. 

The broadcast quoted a captured 
German, identified as Erich Zwem- 
mer, director of the market, as 
telling a Russian war corre- 
spondent: 

“I had 52 assistants and we had 
plenty to do, as in the last year 
250,000 foreigners from occupied 
areas of the Soviet Union, Poland, 
France and Belgium passed 
through the camp. I sold no fewer 
than 75,000 Russians a year.” —

ST. LOUIS PASSES 
NED GROSS FUND 


First Among Big Cities— 
Heavy War Casualties 
Emphasized Needs, 
Boehmer Asserts. 


The Red Cross War Fund cam- 
paign in St. Louis and St, Louis 
County has passed its goal of $2,- 
740,000 by $11,473, Chairman Wal- 


ter Boehmer announced today, 
placing the area first among the 
country’s metropolitan districts of 
a million or more population to 
reach its quota. 

The drive opened March 1 and 
was scheduled to end Monday, but 
was extended because inclement 
weather made it difficult for the 
12,000 volunteer workers to com- 
plete solicitations. 

Boehmer said several smaller 
cities, including Buffalo and Mil- 
waukee, completed their quotas 
earlier. He added that among the 
larger cities, St. Louis’ closest com- 
petitors were Pittsburgh and Bal- 
timore, 

Expressing satisfaction with the 
support given the campaign, 
Boehmer said he thought heavy 
war casualties played a major part 
in emphasizing the organization's 
need for funds. 

“The quota this year really was 
a minimum,” he said. “The fact 
that it has been reached does not 
mean that the needs of the Red 
Cross have been met, for we have 
no way of judging what the full 
requirements will be in the year 
to come. Those who have not 
contributed should do so as soon 
as possible, bearing in mind that 
the Red Cross will have to keep 
up its work overseas for at least 
two years after the fighting 
stops.” 

Boehmer said approximately 
$1,997,000 will go to the national 
organization, with about $715,000 
allotted to the St. Louis chapter 
and about $28,000 to the Webster 
Groves chapter. 

Alfred Kerth, chairman of the 
St. Louis County Division, an- 
nounced today the division has 
exceeded its quota of $170,000 by 
$7279, with reports still incom- 
plete. Eighteen districts have 
raised sums assigned to them, and

U. S. Engineer, However, 
Says It Is No Longer Nec- 
cessary to Yank Success. 


WITH THE FIRST ARMY 
ACROSS THE RHINE, March 21 
(AP). — The Ludendorff bridge 
across the Rhine to the expanding 
Remagen bridgehead is wrecked 
so completely that there is no pos- 
sibility of its being repaired be- 
fore the war ends. Pontoon 
bridges are bearing the traffic. 

Engineers who inspected the 
twisted and broken girders lying 
in the Rhine said today it would 
require two years to rebuild the 
double-tracked railroad bridge 
with the equipment now available.

On northern Luzon Island, other 
guerrillas wiped out the Japanese 
garrison at San Fernando and 
seized that port at the northern 
end of Lingayen Gulf. San Fernan- 
do is the most important port 
north of Manila and is the north- 
ern terminus of the Manila rail- 
road.

Bauang, six miles south of San 
Fernando. Other Yanks pressed 
closer to the Philippine summer 
capital of Baguio. 

One of the heaviest air strikes

BOMB IS NEW KIND 
DROPPED ON TOKYO 


Incendiaries About 19 Inches 
Long Made in Clusters — 
Small Gauge Parachutes. 


- 


DETROIT, March 21 (AP).— 
The Army today approved disclos- 
ure of details of the new M-69 in- 
cendiary bombs dropped by Ameri- 


can Superfortresses on Tokyo and 
other large Japanese cities. 

The Electromaster Co. here pro- 
duces the bombe in mass volume. 
They are about 19 inches long, as 
big around as a baseball bat and 
weigh six pounds. They contain a 
cheesecloth sack filled with “gas 
oline jelly” which burns for eight 
to 10 minutes at temperatures 
above 6000 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Designed for dropping from high 
altitudes, the bombs are made up 
in 500-pound clusters which burst 
at about 5000 feet. Four tail 
streamers of cotton gauze act as 
parachutes to regulate the speed 
of descent of each bomb so that it 
will not break up when it lands 
yet will have sufficient force to 
penetrate roofs. 

On inrpact a delayed fuse starts 
a mechanism which detonates aft- 
er about five seconds and spews 
the oil-filled cheesecloth about 2% 
yards in all directions.

WASHINGTON, March 21. 
President Roosevelt has ordered 
an immediate investigation on a 
national scale of the whole ques- 
tion of guaranteed wages, which 
he calls “the workers’ annual 
take-home pay.” 

The investigation will be made 
by the advisory board of Office of 
War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion. This group, headed by for- 
mer Gov. O. Max Gardner of 
North Carolina, is composed of 
representatives of industry, agri- 
culture, organized labor and gov- 
ernment. The most widely known 
members are President Eric A. 
Johnston of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, President 
William Green of the AFL, Presi- 
dent Philip Murray of the CIO, 
Edward A. O’Neal of the Farm 
Bureau Federation, and William 
H. Davis, now economic stabiliza- 
tion director and former chairman 
of the War Labor Board. 

Recommended by WLB. 

At his news conference late yes- 
terday, the President made public 
a letter he had written to War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes in which he quoted the 
recommendations made in Decem- 
ber by the War Labor Board, call- 
ing for the national study. The 
board's recommendations, ap- 
proved by the President, follow: 

“(1) That the whole question of 
guaranteed wage plans and the 
possibility of their future develop- 
ment in American industries as 
an aid in the stabilization of em- 
ployment and the regularization of 
production should pow be com- 
prehensively studied on a national 
acale; 

“(2) That such study should be 
eonducted by a specially appointed 
commission charged with the duty 
of examining into the experience 
which industry and labor have 
thus far had with these plans and 
of reporting the facts for the bene- 
fit of the country, together with 
recommendations regarding any 
further steps in this direction 
which may seem practical and 
desirable; 

“(3) That such a body would be 
best able to perform its national- 
ly important tasks if created in- 
dependently of the War Labor 
Board by the President; and 

“(4) That the President appoint 
@ commission for these purposes.” 

Linked With Reconversion. 

Telling Byrnes that the advisory 
board was particularly qualified 
and suited to make the inquiry, 
the President pointed out that the 
study was “closely connected with 
the problems of reconversion and 
the transition from a war econ- 
omy to a peace economy. 

“The findings and recommen- 
dations of the investigators will 
be reported to the President and 
Byrnes. 

The President told reporters yes- 
terday that he had been talking 
about annual take-home wages for 
10 years, but that only lately had 
the trade unions become interest- 
ed. He said that the payment of 
guaranteed annual wages would 
be relatively simply in some indus- 
tries and rather difficult in others. 

In the Post-Dispatch _ series, 
“Men and Jobs After the War,” 
Charles G. Ross, contributing 
editor, wrote two articles on how 
the plan had worked successfully 
in the George A. Hormel & Co. 
meat packing establishment at 
Austin, Minn. 

The letter to Byrnes was accom- 
panied by a unanimous’ report 
from the War Labor Board made 
after the settlement of the Car- 
negie-lilinois Steel Corporation 
case in December, which recalled 
that United Steel workers had de- 
manded a guaranteed wage for 
each employe during the life of the 
contract. At that time the board 
found that the demand if grant- 
ed, would subject the steel indus- 
try to such serious financial risks 
as to be unworkable. The board 
made its four-point recommenda- 
tion, explaining that information 
about guaranteed wages was very 
limited, since only 50 or 60 such 
plans were known to be in exist- 
ence, but that there might be 
INany others. 

“An Aspiration of Workers.” 

“The question,” the board said, 
“is one which demands investiga- 
tion. A guaranteed annual wage 
is one of the main aspirations of 
American workers. The search 
for it is a part of the search for 


continuity of employment which is | 


perhaps the most vital economic 
and social objective of our times. 
The War Labor Board cannot be 
indifferent to the human problems 
created by this search. For in the 
field of industrial disputes these 
problems are with us now, and 
the board is required by law to 
dispose of them fairly and equi- 
tably. They are reflected in de- 
mands for annual guarantees in 
a number of pending cases before 
the board; and the fear of unem-

Corporal With Destroyer Unit Tells of En- 


emy Charge — Sergeant Faced Antiair- 
craft Guns Used as Field Artillery.

MANILA (By Air Mail).—Many 
residents of the St. Louis area dis- 
tinguished themselves in the sav- 
age campaign to retake this Phil- 
ippine capital from the Japanese. 

One of these is Sgt. Eugene F. 
McKenna, son of Mr. ‘and Mrs. 
Eugene J. McKenna, 6011 Wash- 
ington avenue, who is 24 years old 
and served in the Bougainville 
campaign before participating in 
the invasion of the Philippines. He 
is second in command of a rifle 
squad. 

After making an, unopposed 
landing at Lingayen Gulf, he said, 
his unit advanced on Fort Stot- 
senburg, at the northern end of 
Clark Field, where the Japanese 
began a murderous fire, using an- 
tiaircraft guns as artillery. Eight 
or 10 men in his company were 
lost and were buried on the spot. 
| When the area was secured, the 
‘squad did bridge guard duty for a 
few days while the drive on Ma- 
nila was prepared. On the night 
of Feb. 13 the division fought into 
the heart of the city. Japanese 
demolition squads and _ snipers 
were at work. 

“Next day,” he said, “we crossed 
the Pasig River in a fleet of rub- 
ber boats. Snipers again, and 
mortars. Here and there, as we 
paddled frantically to reach shel- 
ter on the south bank, a man 
sagged forward or toppled over- 
side into the yellow water. We 
reached shore, 

“My squad had two Browning 
automatic rifles. Their barrels 
never had a chance to cool off. 
A shell exploded at the edge of a 
foxhole we had improvised and 
dazed us all. After awhile you 
stop wondering why those shells 
don’t burst a few inches closer; 
you come to regard it as a game 
of chance. At last we were pulled 
out of the line for a few days 
rest.” 


50 Jap Marines all, 


A little while ago I talked with 
Sgt. Roy R. Zinselmeier Jr., 24, 
whose parents live at 1402A Acad- 
emy avenue. He is an ammuni- 
tion Sergeant. 

“Early this morning,” he said, 
“I took some cartridge boxes up 
to one of our positions not far 
from the City Hall. I was there 
only a few minutes when I saw 
about 50 Jap marines break from 
the front doors of the building 
and make a rush across the park 
toward the Intramuros. 

“Our heavy machineguns opened 
up with a terrific noise. Not one 
lof the Japs got more than half- 
| way across the open space. That 


makes 50 less we've got to kill 
before the fighting down there is 
over.” 

Sees Jap Fire Village. 

Pfc. Bliss P. Fordyce, 38, for- 
merly of 3916A Louisiana avenue, 
a machinegunner, described how 
he was forced to watch a Japa- 
nese soldier running through a 
village near Clark Field setting 
fire to one house after another, 
while Fordyce was unable to open 
fire for fear of revealing the posi- 
tion of his unit. 

“The flimsy thatched houses 
burned like tinder,” he said. “Be- 
fore he left, that Jap had de- 
stroyed, in the space of a few 
minutes, the homes and worldly 
goods of hundreds of Filipinos.” 

Jap Tank Attack. 

Cpl. Sam A. Corso, 27, of 5015 
Vernon: avenue, related that he 
witnessed what may have been 
the only Japanese attempt on 
Luzon to use tanks in a counter- 
attack against Thirty-seventh 
Division forces. At the time, he 
was on a hill west of Clark Field. 

“As soon as our artillery fire 
had ceased,” Cpl. Corso said, “five 
Japanese medium tanks came 
lumbering up a road from behind 
the base of a hill. They were well 
camouflaged with leaves and 
branches; we figured they must 
have been hidden under the roofs 
of a nearby village’ and had es- 
caped detection. 

“We had 10 tank destroyers 
lined up in an arc out in the 
open. They are a match for any- 
thing their size or bigger. The 
Japs spotted them and charged 
at full speed. They didn’t even 
close their turrets, From where I 
stood you could see the crews 
sticking half out of the turrets, 
gesticulating and brandishing light 
weapons, 

“They fired about one round 
each from their turret guns, and 
when our destroyers had waited 
almost until you could see the 
whites of their eyes, they opened 
up with their 75-mm. long-barreled 
guns. It was all over in one 
salvo, 

“The Japs then leaped out of 
the smoking wrecks, and the tank 
destroyers cut them down with 
machinegun fire. If the Japs 
would always fight this way it 
wouldn’t be go bad.”

year at hard labor and to be dis- 
‘charged dishonorably. 

The four had contended they 
‘were ordered to perform menial 
tasks in Lovell General Hospital 
because of their race. 

Two male Negro officers and 
two white WAC officers were 
members of the seven-man court. 

Pvt. Alice D. Young of Wash- 
ington testified that Col. Walter 
M. Crandall, commanding officer 
of the hospital, had told her 
“they want no black Wacs at the 
motor pool” after she had re- 
quested a transfer to the pool on 
March 9. 

Pvt. Young’s statement was sup- 
ported by Pvt. Alberta Goss of 
Tuscumbia, Ala., a witness. 

They said Col. Crandall, whose 
home is in Vinalhaven, Me., made 
the declaration at a meeting that 
followed a _ protest meeting of 
Wacs at which Negro members 
complained of discrimination. 

The two Wacs testified that 
they felt there was discrimination 
because white Wacs were not 
forced to do the same type of 
work as Negro personnel and be- 
cause, they said, Col. Crandall told 
them Negro Wacs were supposed 
to do “the dirty work.” 

Lt. Victoria Lawson, com- 
mandant of the WAC detachment 
at the hospital, testified that she 
had 99 girls in her Negro detach- 
ment and 178 in the white con- 
tingent. Prior to the arrival of 
the Negro group last November, 
she used members of the white 
detachment to do hospital orderly 
duty, she said, performing the 
tasks to which the Negroes ob- 
jected. 

The four convicted by the court 
were Pvt. Anna C, Morrison of 
Richmond, Ky., Pvt. Johnnie Mur- 
phy of Rankin, Pa.; Pvt. Mary 
Green of Conroe, Tex., and Pvt.

CUT EGG OUTPUT; 
REASON UNKNOWN 


Production Drops From 134 
in 1943 to 10 So Far 
This Year. — 


The two hen ostriches at the 
Zoo in Forest Park have slowed 
down their production of eggs in 
the face of a general food shortage 
and, although officials are not 
worried, they are casting about for 
an explanation of the voluntary 
cutback, 

There are two schools of 
thought. One is that the birds, pur- 
chased in 1935, are getting too old. 
The other is that the St. Louis 
climate is too unlike that of their 
native North Africa to be con- 
ducive to top production. 


In 1943, the year the hens 
started laying, they produced 134) 
eggs--that was their peak year. 
In 1944 only 96 eggs were pro- 
duced, and so far this year, they 
have only 10 to their credit. 

After failing to incubate the 
eggs successfully, Zoo officials got 
rid of them by giving them to 
friends. Acting Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Thomas J. Skinker 
was one recipient. By using a 
steel drill to open the tough shell, 
he got a quart of albumen and a 
pint of yolk, with which he made 
an omelet and eggnogs. He later 
reported: “The omelet was fine, 
but the eggnogs were not a fair 
test because of other ingredients.”

LaGuardia continued to defend 
the “hour of tolerance” which he 
granted night spots and theaters. 
He said of President Roosevelt, 
who spoke in favor of midnight 
closing yesterday, “He's running 
the country; I’m just running the 
city.” 

Rear Adm. Monroe Kelly, Third 
Naval District comandant, an- 
nounced that naval personnel in 
amusement places after midnight 
would be notified by shore police 
that they were violating the cur- 
few. Navy Secretary James V. 
Forrestal said a short time ear- 
lier that he would approve any 
action taken by Kelly. 

The War Department ordered 
soldiers last night to stay out of 
amusement places after midnight. 

The first inkling anyone had of 
the order was when military po- 


lice appeared in the Stork Club 
and ordered all Army personnel 
to leave. 

The Second Service Command 
then confirmed that a midnight 
curfew enforcement order had 
been issued and a few minutes 
later in Washington the War De- 
partment announced that all serv- 
ice commands had been instruct- 
ed to live up to the “letter and 
spirit” of War -Mobilizer James F. 
Byrne’s curfew request, 

In the City Council yesterday 
LaGuardia was called a dictator,

Stanley Isaacs, Republican-Inde- 
pendent, accused the Mayor of “in-

The Steem Electric Co., which

Charges that the Steem com- 
pany, 3456 South Grand boulevard, 
accepted as much as $2.21 an iron 
in excess of ceiling prices were 
contained in the suit. Total over- 
charge alleged on irons manufac- 
tured under a War Production 
Board permit for civilian produc- 
tion was $59,091. The OPA suit 
asked for treble damages of $177,- 
|275 and an injunction to restrain 
the company from further viola- 
tions. 

Charose Distributors, 3019 Lo- 
cust street, jobbers for Steem Elec- 
tric, were charged in a companion 
suit with selling Steem irons to 
retailers for as much as $3.14 an 
iron above the ceiling. Over- 
charges in this case amounted to

Should Defend Record if 
Good, He Declares — 
Walter Head Talks for 


Kaufmann, 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, Re- 
publican, should be “proud and 
eager to defend and explain his 
record, if it is a good one,” and he 
owes that to the people, his Dem- 
ocratic opponent, Henry F, Cha- 
deayne, declared at two ward 
meetings last night, while Kauf- 
mann’s campaign was continued 
by spokesmen in his behalf.

Chadeayne, ap- 
pearing in the Twentieth and 
Thirteenth wafds, said he did not 
blame Kaufmann for “running to 
cover on the issues of the cam- 
paign, in view of his astonishing 
lack of accomplishments and the 
obvious inefficiency of his admin- 
istration.” 

Streets “Disgraceful.” 


Attacks on Kaufmann for the 
“disgraceful condition” of the 
streets, the temporary relaxation 
of the smoke law in favor of the 
Terminal Railroad and his vote to 
spend city funds in an attack on 
the merit system were renewed by 
Chadeayne. 

“He doesn’t want to debate my 
proposal for the free collection of 
ashes as a city service, for there is 
now pending in the administration- 
controlled Board of Aldermen a 
bill to provide such service at $3 
per year for each householder,” 
said Chadeayne.

WASHINGTON, March 21. 


AUL G. HOFFMAN, the dynamic head of the Committee for 
Economic Development, was caught by the correspondent on the 
wing. He was on his way to the White House after a two-day 


series of conferences on the efforts of the C. E. D. to bring about 
full peacetime employment; soon he would board a plane for South 
Bend, Ind., and a spell of work there as the president of the Stude- 
baker Corporation. Between that job and his travels over the coun- 
try for the C. E. D.—an independent body of business men organized 
“to promote the attainment and maintenance of high levels of em- 
ployment and production by private business enterprise after the 
war’—Hoffman is as busy a business man as there is in the 


United States. 

“Most of the people in the 
Cc. E. D.,” said Hoffman, aiming 
to summarize his thought in the 
fewest possible words,” believe 
that a high level of employment 
and production can be achieved 
after the war if three conditions 
are met. 

“First, America’s two million 
employers must be ready with 
bold and smart plans for the ex- 
pansion of their own enterprises 
over the levels prevailing in 1940. 
The C. E. D., through its 2800 
local committees, is prepared to 
help individual business men to 
work out such plans. 

“We lay special emphasis on 
gmartness; boldness alone is not 
enough. Therefore we have em- 
ployed experts on producing, mar- 
keting, financing and so on, and 
handbooks on all these subjects 
are available to employers, 


Wanted: Job-Makers. 


“Second, the economic climate— 
the policies of government, busi- 
ness, labor and agriculture—must 
be favorable to the expansion of 
our economy. We need a million 
new job-makers; I mean, by this, 
a million who will shift from job- 
holding to job-giving and thereby 
will contribute a substantial num- 
ber of the seven to 10 million new 
peacetime jobs that we need. 

“Most of this expansion must 
come in the field of distribution. 
The trades and services hold 
much of the promise for the at- 
tainment of new levels of employ- 
ment. 

“To get the expansion we re- 
quire, we must have governmen- 
tal policies that encourage risk- 
taking. Also we must recognize 
that to have high-level produc- 
tion we must have high-level con- 
sumption. The postwar standard 
of living must show a substantial 
advance over that of 1940. 

“Our present tax laws are 
geared to the demands of the 
wartime emergency; they are ac- 
ceptable in this emergency; but 
it must be recognized that the 
tax system as it now stands is 
a complete block to industrial ex- 
pansion. Small business couldn't 
hope to flourish under these 
laws. 

“Given the right economic cli- 
ate, we have every reason to be- 
lieve that a considerable propor- 
tion of our millions of demobil- 
ized service men will become job 
creators. 

“It goes without saying that we 
must have high real wages. 


Industrial Peace Needed. 


“The third requirement for 
prosperity is industrial peace. 
Our war effort has created ten- 
gions which are being held in 
check by patriotism. The coming 
of peace will be a signal for con- 
flictg between groups unless we 
recognize the hazard and guard 
against it. We must strive as we 
have never striven before to pre- 
gerve peace on the industrial 
front. 

“The time to start on that as- 
signment is now, on a plant-by- 
plant basis. Employers should take 
the lead in developing a cordial 
relationship with their working 
forces. They must actively pro- 
mote understanding between busi- 
ness and government; during the 
war we have found that this 
wasn't so difficult to accomplish. 
Let us strengthen that relation- 
ship and carry it over into the 
peace. The public expects nothing 
less than such a course of action 
from business leadership. 

“There are two sets of problems 
to be dealt with—those of the 
transitional period and those that 
will follow the full re-establish- 
ment of our peacetime economy 
Our chance to solve the problems 
of the latter period—to win the 
peace—will be hurt if we fail to 
develop sound policies for the 
transition. 

“The contract termination law is 
an adequate answer to one imme- 
diate problem. The same cannot 
be said for the law covering sur- 
plus plant disposal, but there is 
every indication that this statute 
will be improved. Another crucial 
problem of the interim period is 
what to do about the changeover 
in employment. We need to meet 
this squarely. Not one unneeded 
bullet should be made for the pro- 
vision of employment. 


Perils of Unemployment. 

“Our free society may face a 
grave crisis during the _ transi- 
tion from a war to a peacetime 
economy. Either mass wunem- 
ployment or the mass employ- 
‘ment of millions by the Govern- 


’ 


ment on ‘made work’ would be 
filled with danger. For one 
thing, the millions out of work 
would suffer a partial loss of 
freedom as we know it. That in 
itself would be a major disaster. 
In the second place, too much un- 
employment for too long might 
open the door to legislative meas- 
ures for unwise expansion of gov- 
ernment controls over business. 


“Government has the responsi- 
bility of exercising whatever sup- 
ervision is necessary to protect 
the general public welfare, but 
too many controls or the wrong 
kind of controls could lead to a 
creeping paralysis of our free 
economy. 

“I may exaggerate the hazards 
which would be caused by mass 
unemployment or mass employ- 
ment by government, but on one 
proposition all can agree: that 
those hazards will be avoided if 
our free economy functions ef- 
fectively.” 


53 to 56 Million Jobs. 


Hoffman was asked how many 
jobs would be needed to insure 
this effective functioning. 

“It is a mistake,” he said, “be- 
cause of the fluctuating nature of 
the labor force, to attempt to be 
precise. Nobody knows the exact 
answer, but there seems to be 
general agreement among econo- 
mists and statisticians that an 
employment level in the ifhmedi- 
ate postwar period of between 53 
and 56 million, not counting those 
in the armed services, will be sat- 
isfactory. To reach this goal we 
must create from seven to 10 mil- 
lion more jobs than were avail-. 
able in 1940, our last peacetime 
year. 


“Where are these new. jobs to 
be found? In 1940, when there 
were 46 million jobs available, 
about 43 million were in private 
enterprise and the balance of three 
million in regular Government es- 
tablishments, Federal, state and 
local. In the postwar period there 
will undoubtedly be some _ ex- 
pansion above the prewar level in 
regular Government services. Also, 
useful public works would supply 
some of the jobs. There is, how- 
ever, unanimous agreement that it 
is highly desirable that the great 
bulk of the new jobs shall be 
found in private employment, Ev- 
ery business man, at least, will 
agree that nothing would be more 
disastrous than to rely on govern- 
mgent alone for the employment 
expansion which is necessary. 

“Now, nothing I have said 
should be interpreted as opposi- 
tion to having available jobs on 
public works. Indeed, I think it 
unfortunate that we haven't ready 
now a much larger shelf of proj- 
ects blue-printed, with financial ar- 
rangements made. Too much of 
the planning for postwar public 
works is still in the ‘dream’ stage.” 

-The peacetime economy . envi- 
sioned by Hoffman means an in- 
crease of 30 to 45 per cent in the 
national output of goods and serv- 
ices above the level of 1940. In 
terms of 1943 prices, the total 
represents a gross output of 
from 155 to 170 billion dollars. 

A New York financier, he said, 
lately told him that discussion of 
such a postwar output was “a 
gross fraud on the public.” The 
financier suggested the “realistic” 
goal of 120 billion, This would 
be about 95 billion at 1940 prices, 
which was approximately our 
gross output for 1940, 

“He didn’t say,” Hoffman ob- 
served, “what we should do with 
the 12 to 15 million who would be 
unemployed with output at that 
level. He just said we had to be 
‘realistic. For myself, I don't 
think it is realistic to set a goal 
that would involve us in Federal 
deficits beside which those of the 
1930s would be small change. Nor 
do I think it realistic to heed a 
gospel of despair and let = free 
economy go by default. o the 
contrary, it seems to me simple 
horse sense to accept and strive 
for a goal high enough to meet 
our social and fiscal needs, 


“It is the studied opinion of the 
research committee of the Com- 
mittee for Economic Develop- 
ment that, given the conditions 
I have outlined—the co-operation 
of labor and industry, an econom- 
ic climate favorable to the expan- 
sion of present businesses and the 
quick starting of a vast number 
of new businesses, and bold and 
smart planning by our employers 
—the goal of 155 to 170 billions of 
dollars of national output can be 


reached—and perhaps exceeded— 
in the first postwar decade,” 


D ESTROYERS love to pick up 
airplane pilots out of the 
ocean, When they rescued 
our Lt. Jimmy Van Fleet of Find- 
lay, O., after his plane had 
plunged over the side, it was pilot- 
rescue No. 15 for them. 

They keep a box score on it, 
just as carriers keep score of the 
planes they shoot down. They 
even keep records of their speed, 
and try to set a new record, They 
fished out Jimmy seven minutes 
after he went over. Their record 
rescue is three minutes. 


On the destroyer they put Jim- 
my to bed, got the water out of 
him and some morphine into him, 
and sewed up the gash on his 
head. The doctor joked as he 
sewed, telling Jimmy he was sorry 
he couldn't find a bigger needle so 
it would hurt more. 


Jimmy was nightmarish all 
night. He didn’t get sick at his 
stomach until next morning, when 
he tried to get some breakfast 
down. He had a headache next 
day, but after that he was all 
right. 

Destroyers treat rescued pilots 
as though they were kings. They 
put Jimmy up in the skipper’s pri- 
vate cabin, since the skipper was 
nos the bridge day and night any- 

ow. 


Jimmy wore the skipper’s bath- 
robe and house slippers and un- 
derwear. The skipper came in a 
couple of times to take a bath, and 
actually apologized for intruding. 
Fishing out pilots is such a fre- 
quent occurrence that the skipper 
even keeps.a bundle of brand new 
toothbrushes in his medicine cab- 
inet for such sudden guests. 


By the time Jimmy came to, the 
laundry had washed and pressed 
his clothes. He didn’t have his 
wallet with him, so his pictures 
and private papers were spared a 
dunking. 


This certain destroyer has 
fished out so many pilots that 
they have a scroll already printed 
up for such cases, and all they 
have to do is fill in the name. It’s 
a picturesque certificate like you 
get when you cross the equator. 
Across the top of Jimmy’s scroll 
was engraved the words —“The 
eon home for dripping avia- 
ors.” 


And beneath it was this—“Know 
ye that Lt. James Van Fleet on 
such and such a date abruptly ap- 
poate? into our happy home, and 
due to the peculiarities of his ar- 
rival has been found worthy of 
being honored as a blank’s drip- 
ping aviator.” 


Engraved over the scroll was a 
huge arm reaching out from a 
destroyer, hauling a wet flyer out 
of the ocean by the seat of his 
pants.

three days later, when they 
were delivering messages and mail 
from the flagship. They sent him 
over in a bosun’s chair, pulled 
across on a heavy line strung be- 
tween the two ships.

You'd 
never guess what it was, It was 
20 gallons of ice cream! 


Our carrier always does that 
when a destroyer rescues one of 
our pilots. Apparently all car- 
riers don’t, for the destroyer sent 
back a _ scribbled note saying, 
“Thanks a lot. That is the nicest 
thing that has ever happened to 
us,” 


Rescuers’ Names Sent. 


A FTER they told me the whole 
story, we sent a signal back 
to the destroyer asking for the 
names of the two men who res- 
cued him. The destroyer came 
right back— 

The swimmer was Seaman First 
Class Franklin Calloway of Phila- 
delphia, and the one who helped 
was Radioman Third Class Melvin 
Collins of Ottumwa, Ia. 

They're smart on that destroyer. 
Because a few hours later here 
came another message saying “if 
that information is for the press, 
might add that both men received 
bronze stars for similar rescue 
work during operations off Leyte 
last fall.” 


Jimmy Was School Teacher. 
IMMY VAN FLEET is 25, and 
incongruous as it seems, was a 
schoo] teacher before he became a 
fighter pilot in the Navy. His 
home in Findlay is at 327 College 
street, but his wife is living at 339 
North Main street, Kenton, O. He 
has a son seven months old whom 
he has never seen. 

Jimmy asked me if I had ever 
been in Vienna. He said that was 
his dad’s “dream city.” His father 
was a private first class in the 
last war, and spent three years in 
a hospital in Vienna, and has al- 
ways wanted to go back. 


These columns are probably the 
first news Jimmy’s folks have had 
of his little mid-ocean escapade. 
It is glorious news alongside the 
last grave message they had. 


For Jimmy’s only brother, En- 
sign Donald Van Fleet, also a car- 
rier pilot, was killed off Formosa 
just a few months ago. He had 
got two Jap planes in the two 
weeks before he himself was shot

cut back production of war ma- 


terials and arrange for a gradual conversion to peacetime production. 
War Food Administration officials—haunted by the fear of farm 


surpluses, agriculture’s troublemakers of the '30s—followed suit. 


They believed that if Germany 
were defeated in 1944 much less 
food would be needed to meet mili- 
tary and lend-lease requirements 
in 1945. 

Meat production was declining 
because of a feed shortage the 
first eight months of 1944, but 
bountiful harvests largely replen- 
ished feed supplies by fall, 

Fearing surpluses, the WFA 
made no effort to bring about a 
substantial revival in meat produc- 
tion—which a return of plentiful 
feed supplies would have made 
possible. The agency kept in 
force the reduced price guarantees 
for hogs which it’ established 
earlier when feed became scarce 
and livestock liquidation became 
necessary, 

Had food officials planned last 
September with the idea that the 
European war could continue well 
into 1945, they undoubtedly would 
have increased the hog price 
guarantee. This would have en- 
couraged higher production late 
in 1944 and through 1945. 

As it is, millions of bushels of 
grain now stand unused because 
there are no animals to feed. 
When it became apparent that 
there was to be no early end to 
the European fighting, it was too 
late to do anything which would 


before the winter of 1945-46. 

Only beef production is likely 
to be greater this year than last. 
But greatly reduced supplies of 
pork, lamb, mutton and poultry 
make beef all the harder to get. 


Cattlemen’s Views. 


Cattlemen say beef production 
could be even larger than now 
indicated but that price control 
and other regulations hinder pro- 
duction. They assert that the 
spread between prices which feed 
lot operators must pay for un- 
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fattened cattle obtained from 
Western ranges, and the prices 
which they get from packers for 
fattened cattle, has been too nar- 
row. They say this discourages 
the feeding of cattle to heavy 
weights and quality grades. 

Many cattle go to market thin 
and underweight. This deprives 
the nation of 300 to 600 pounds of 
extra beef per head. 

Official concern over possible 
surpluses is reflected in poultry 
and egg production too. Last fall, 
when end of the European war 
seemed to be near, WFA called 
on farmers to reduce egg-laying 
flocks and to plan fewer chickens 
for meat in 1945. 


WFA Was influenced also by un- 
happy experiences it had with an 
egg surplus in the spring of 1944. 
More eggs were produced then 
than the market could absorb or 
storage houses hold. Producer 
prices dropped _ sharply. This 
forced the Government to buy eggs 
to carry out a price guarantee and 
prevent waste. Even so, some of 
the eggs rotted. 

Civilians could get all the meat 
they wanted then and consequently 
tended to eat fewer eggs. Now

The figure he gave represented 
the combined score of his own 
forces and American Navy planes. 


Asked who was winning the 
war, Gen. Kenney said on the 
radio last night there was no 
doubt about it—‘American youth 
is winning the war, the boys we 
used to call drugstore cowboys.” 

The General, a flyer in World 
War I, said the flyers then “could 
hardly tell a carburetor from a 
sparkplug, but these youngsters 
today = Strip down an engine 
and put it back together again. 
We used to fly 100 miles, but 
these boys escort a bomber mis- 
sion 900 miles, fight over the tar- 
get area and return. They now 
take off and land at what used to 
be top speed for planes.”

HE consultative meeting at Mexico City of 19 of the 21 American 
republics was productive, as had been anticipated, of much posi- 


For the first time in three years, foreign ministers of the Amert- 
can nations were enabled jointly to find solutions for some of the 
most pressing problems of the New World. 


If proof were needed, the con- 
ference demonstrated how gravely 
mistaken the Department of State 
had been in blocking during the 
last two years the efforts of other 
American governments to bring 
about such a consultative meeting. 


Had such a meeting taken place 
last year a common inter-Ameri- 
can point of view would have been 
expressed at the United Nations 
meeting at San Francisco. In all 
probability Argentina would long 
before now have been afforded a 
seemly opportunity of modifying 
her erroneous policies and of 
thereafter re-entering the inter- 
American fold. The bitterness of 
the breach between Argentina and 
her neighbors would have been far 
less. The adoption of a unilateral 
policy by the United States toward 
Argentina—as a result of which 
relations between the Argentine 
and American people may be 
poisoned for years to come—could 
have been avoided, 


Says Lapse Can’t Recur. 


Fortunately, as a result of the 
agreement reached at Mexico City, 
by which inter-American consul- 
tative meetings must hereafter be 
held every year, this dangerous 
lapse cannot recur in the future. 


The constructive ieadership at 
Mexico City came from several of 
the Latin-American governments. 
They were determined that certain 
questions must be settled without 
further delay. They were insistent 
that a practical method must be 
devised by which the unity of the 
hemisphere could be rtstored. They 
were equally decided that the time 
had come when practical imple- 
mentation and extension should 
be given to the principle first 
adopted at the Conference of 
Buenos Aires in 1936 that any 


threat to the security of one Amer- 
ican state constitutes a menace to 
the safety of all. They required 
assurances as to their economic 
and financial stability during the 
transition period after the war. 
Finally, they were determined to 
press f@r modification of some 
provisions in the Dumbarton Oaks 
formula, upon which they had had 
no previous opportunity publicly 
to express their common views. 


Argentina’s Opportunity. 

The declaration on Argentina 
offers the Argentine Republic the 
opportunity of subscribing to the 
agreaments reached at Mexico 
City, provided she previously 
adopts the measures which the 
other American states have carried 
out during the war period. A com- 
mon policy toward Argentina on 
the part of all of the other Amer- 
ican republics is now established. 
Such a common policy had never 
existed since the present Argen- 
tine military regime came into 
power. The Argentine people are 
assured by all of the other repub- 
lics that “the Argentine nation is 
and always has been an integral ~ 
part of the Union of American 
Republics.” All imiications of 
coercion and of hostility toward 
the Argentine people are dispelled 
by the friendly terms of the dec- 
laration. Should the present Ar 
gentine military dictatorship be 
unable, or unwilling, to avai) itself

During the recent campaign against 
the new State Constitution, a great deal 
was made of the invention that, were 
the Constitution accepted, Negro and 
white children would have to attend the 
game schools. Defenders hastily ex- 
plained that this would not be so: the 
status quo would remain except in a few 
rare cases where the community is so 
small that the maintenance of senasete 
schoolg would be impractical. 

For my part, I wish that the reassur- 
ances had not been so readily forthcom- 
ing. I am not a native St. Louisan, but 
have lived here for a number of years. 
I am not so sure that I want my children, 
now of pre-school age, to grow up here. 
That they should go through the school 
years without any contact with a group 
that forms more than 10 per cent of our 
population seems to me unwise and un- 
fair. It is not education for democracy; 
it is not even education for a realistic 
approach to living. 

Couldn’t at least one school be estab- 
lished where both white and colored 
children could be accepted in equal num- 
bers? Attendance, of course, would be 
purely voluntary. But I am sure that in 
a place this size there are enough par- 
ents, both white and colored, who realize 
that the best way to combat race preju- 
dice is to let their children work and 
play together before their outlook has 
been warped by the unpleasant lies that 
perpetuate this particularly unattractive 
aspect of our civilization.

The Bankrupt Islands 


Each advance of American troops in the 
Philippines solves one problem and leaves an- 
other. MacArthur’s men are deciding the issue 
of Philippine freedom. Left behind is the 
urgent problem of Philippine bankruptcy. 

President Osmena says the Commonwealth is 
bankrupt. War has left the islands with little 
money, few communications and no commerce, 
The wrecked piers in Manila harbor cost $6,000,- 
000, and they are mostly gone. The Quezon 
Bridge alone cost $1,500,000, and it is gone. 

The Japanese took away all the metal coins 
they could, and banks are nowhere near reopen- 
ing. Inter-island shipping has stopped. Sugar, 
coconut and hemp—the main export products— 
are very nearly not being produced. In the 
cities, food is becoming scarce. 

This ig what has happened to a people who 
formerly had a living standard three times as 
high as that of their Oriental neighbors. It is 
the pressing question before the Philippine Re- 
habilitation Commission, established by Con- 
gress and now meeting in Washington. 

What the commission has to decide is how to 
help the Philippines to economic freedom, and 
how soon, The island economy grew under 
American tariff protection. Filipinos concen- 
trated on delivering sugar, hemp and tobacco to 
the United States. They never attempted to be- 
come self-sustaining, not even in food. 

When American sugar production grew, opposi- 
tion grew in the United States to free trade with 
the Philippines. The sugar lobby played a part 
in behalf of the independence bill of 1934, How- 
ever, this bill recognized the dependency of the 
islands, by providing for gradually increasing 
levies on imports from the Philippines. The 
plan was to leave the islands dependent upon 
world trade, without American protection, with- 
in 10 years, 

War interrupted this gradual process. The Re- 
habilitation Commission will have to decide how 
to resume it, and how to encourage food, cotton 
and leather industries to make the islands more 
self-dependent. Since the islands are bankrupt, 
any decision to throw their economy on the 
mercy of the world market would set back re- 
covery by decades. 

Encouraging gradual development of free 
Philippine trade, and providing capital to help 
it, will be good business and good strategy. 
Small as the Commonwealth is, Filipinos before 
the war were the sixth largest importers of 
American goods. Moreover, the United States 
will want to keep its military bases in the islands 
-—and it will want them in a place of social 
stability. 

This also is a moral problem, and it is press- 
ing. Filipinos died on Bataan, fought as guer- 
rillas, helped American prisoners, rescued 
American airmen and did everything they could 
to indicate a common cause with America in war, 
Now, for the Philippines at least, the war for po- 
litical survival is approaching an end. This is 
the time for America to help the Philippines to- 
ward economic survival. It is a time for keep- 
ing good friends. 


Side by Side 

The Western front is a terrible testing ground 
for democracy. It is an ultimate testing ground 
—its lessons final. The front offers a new lesson 
in the way Negro and white Americans now are 
fighting side by side, in the same outfits. 

This is the first time in the history of the 
Army that Negroes and whites have been mixed 
in the same companies, according to the Army 
newspaper, Stars and Stripes. Why did the 
Army feel for so long that the two races were 
too proud to fight or die together? The Revo- 
lutionary War produced Negro heroes, and Ne- 
gro Federal troops fought for Grant in the 
slaughter of the Crater. 

The present war has given Negroes more op- 
portunity to prove their valor, and they have 
proved it. Gen. H. H. Arnold praised the Negro 
Ninety-ninth Figkter Squadron for shooting 
down eight Nazi planes one day and four the 
next, over Anzio. This month, the 784th Tank 
Battalion, composed of Negroes, fought a “little 
Bastogne” when cut off for 18 hours at Sevelen, 
Germany. 

Stars and Stripes says Negroes have been as- 
signed to combat duty in the First and Seventh 
armies, at the request of the Negroes them- 
selves. In one company of 186 Negro engineers, 
171 volunteered for rifle companies. 

Despite injustices suffered at home, Negroes 
have struggled for the chance to fight abroad 
for the nation. This is supreme proof of their 
patriotic responsibility. It should end any 
thought that the color line divides human rights, 
Men of whatever race, willing to face death side 
by side, will be willing to live side by side in 
peace. 
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Army Methods vs, Initiative 
Our miracles of industrial production for war 
would have been retarded if inventiveness had 
not been assiduously encouraged among rank- 
and-file workers. Has the United States Army 


profited by that lesson? It has not, according to 


Hanson W. Baldwin, the New York Times’ mili- 
tary expert, who supports his case by quoting a 
convincing letter from an experienced ordnance 
officer. In consequence, our weapons are not 
as good as they might be, and it takes‘too much 
time to translate deficiencies discovered in the 
field to improvements at therdrafting board. 

Enlisted men and junior officers use the 
weapons and equipment. But, says this officer, 
the Army uses brass hats to rate performance. 
A manual on how to correct a deficiency in the 
infantry rifle right in the field was suppressed 
because “it might cause soldiers to have less 
faith in the reliability of their standard rifle.” 
And “when an enlisted man suggests an improve- 
ment, the Army may choose to regard it as ‘criti- 
cism.’ By long-standing custom, criticism goes 
from the top down, and it takes a hardy soul, 
indeed, to voice any criticism from the ranks 
upward.” 

True enough, the Army has offered “official 
enticements” for rank-and-file suggestions. But 
the rewards are too rarely paid. In more than 
six months at one very large camp, there were 
“no promotions, preferences in assignments or 
letters of commendation given as the result of 
a soldier idea.” So the men are not only afraid 
to speak up, but are quite cynical about doing so. 

What is needed, this officer thinks, is a tech- 
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nical suggestion board entirely outside the hier- 
archy of command, equipped with knowledge to 
appraise suggestions, the power to give rewards 
promptly and no impulse to grab the glory for 
itself. That is about the way successful sugges- 
tion systems operate in industry. With some- 
thing even more precious than efficiency at 
stake, oe should the Army not follow suit? 
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Wanted for Murder: Adolf Hitler 


The United Nations War Crimes Commission 
has reversed its approach to the problem of 
dealing with the Axis criminals, and so has 
brought their punishment much nearer the realm 
of possibility. 

Originally, the commission planned to accuse 
the Axis leaders of preparing and launching 
World War II, and to put them on trial for doing 
so. That was obviously a monstrous crime, and 
there could be no doubt of their guilt, but a 
trial on such a charge would be a complicated 
matter. It would have given the legalistic hair- 
splitters a field day, for there is no such crime 
in international law. This was the approach at- 
tempted after World War I, and the Dutch re- 
fused to surrender the Kaiser because, they said, 
the crime charged was a purely political offense, 
non-existent in law. 

Lord Wright, chairman of the commission, has 
announced that the major war criminals, includ- 
ing Hitler, will be treated “as murderers, assas- 
sins, thieves, torturers and the like.” The 
Fuehrer, he says, appears on the list as an ordi- 
nary criminal. 

This is the commonsense approach. No amount 
of quibbling can quash the indictment of Hitler 
as a murderer, and enough proof to hang him 
can be found in every occupied country, as well 
as in Germany. Murder is a crime in any na- 
tion’s code of Jaw, and no neutral will have the 
slightest excuse for refusing extradition of Hit- 
ler if he should escape from the Reich. 

One of the American members of the come 
mission which attempted to bring the Kaiser in 
1919 to justice actually rejoiced over his escape. 
Failure of the Allied effort, he said, upheld the 
sanctity of law and the sovereignty of nations. 
There should be no possibility for such quibbles 
in the simple, direct method of considering 
Hitler & Co, as common murderers, and treat- 
ing them as such.

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Voter on the Lam 

A member of the Idaho body politic has been 
found who has been hiding in the hills for 13 
years because he objected to Mr. Roosevelt's 
election in the first place, back in 1932. His 
prolonged absence has no doubt been a source 
of deep personal satisfaction to the man, but is 
it good political strategy? Is it effective? 

What if Mr. Hoover—who had at least as much 
at stake in the 1932 election as the Idaho citizen, 
and was probably a good deal more alarmed by 
the result—had taken to the hills, and declined 
to come out? The blunt fact is that it would not 
have looked well. True, little has been heard 
from him in the years between; but he has been 
there, right along, in case anyone wanted to ask 
him about anything. 

The Idaho voter's reaction to defeat at the 
polls does not recommend itself. If adopted 
widely, it could only lead to a breakdown of the 
two-party system as we know it. To any Repub- 
licans who may still be hiding in the hills, there 
fore, we issue a clarion call: Come out! Come 
out! There’s no use our pretending everything 
is forgiven, but at least it’s safe now. 
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Fresh Start for the Frisco 

When Federal District Judge George H. Moore 
approved the revised reorganization plan for 
the Frisco Railroad the other day, the “high 
green,” or clear signal, went on for full speed 
ahead. Since all groups of creditors had al- 
ready agreed to the plan, obtaining two-thirds 
approval from the security-holders is expected 
to be merely a formality, and the railroad will 
at last, after years of financial troubles and liti- 
gation, be on its own again. 

The plan now approved is similar to that ac- 
cepted by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in 1942, which Judge Moore referred back to 
the ICC for reconsideration of a provision giv- 
ing the RFC and the Railroad Credit Corpora- 
tion preference over other creditors. This de- 
fect in the original plan has been remedied by 
the fact that the Frisco has been able to pay off 
its Government loans, totaling $7,081,000. 

The Frisco's troubles were caused not so much 
by the depression of the '30s as by banker ex- 
ploitation. Now that the road is in the black 
again, thanks to improved business and better 
management, it can make a fresh start, The lese 
son of its unhappy past is not to be forgotten, 
however. Nor can the management of this rail- 
road, or any other, afford to forget that the pres- 
ent boom will not last forever, and that the time 
to institute sound methods is in the days of 
prosperity, 
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The Nazis failed in all their attacks on the 
Remagen bridge, but Cpl. Stress and Sgt. Strain 
succeeded. 
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A Victory Garden bs Weapon 

As the food available for civilian living de- 
creases, the importance of Victory gardens 
mounts, both to the individual worker who tends 
them in off-hours and holidays and to the coun- 
try as a whole. They represent both self-help 
for the individual grower’s dinner pail and din- 
ner table, and a most important supplement to 
the food and feed America will have available 
for mounting needs here and abroad. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce has done 
well to arrange a meeting next Monday for the 
heads of about 900 important concerns in the 
area, to arouse their interest in encouraging their 
workers to plant Victory gardens. Ex-Gov. Pren- 
tice Cooper of Tennessee, who will talk on the 
critical food shortage ahead, is practical farmer 
as well as public administrator. 

Food is a weapon, and Victory gardens can 
play a vital part in helping the United States 
meet a growing shortage in this essential mate- 
rial of war. The energetic participation of the 
St.Louis area in the national program would be 
a fine war service dividend.

Ohio Flood and the TVA Approach 


Levees and other local protections against rampaging river have 
once more proved insufficient safeguard, paper says; river basin 
needs to be considered as an entity, with flood protection as one 
factor; Tennessee experiment shows the way, editorial declares.

Tt Is a familiar story: the Ohio River out 
of its banks along nearly all of its 981 miles, 
seven persons dead, from 5000 to 6000 fam- 
ilies evacuated and 20,000 war workers kept 
from their jobs, This is the time of year 
when melting snows and heavy rains so 
often create flood conditions on the nation’s 
great streams. 


In spite of the millions of dollars spent 
in the past to build levees and other local 
protections, loss of life and great damage 
to property continue, It is estimated that 
the two floods on the Missouri River alone 
in 1943 caused a property loss of $63,000,000, 


Recent years have witnessed a new ap- 
proach to the age-old rivér problem. It is 
realized now that local measures are often 
a hindrance rather than a help, A levee 
built to protect one town may accomplish 
its purpose, but at the expense of flooding 
another town farther downstream. A dam 
erected as a local project may deny water 
for navigation to another locality, 


Whole River Basin an Entity 


Under the new approach, the whole river 
basin is considered as an entity and flood 
control only one of the factors of the prob- 
lem, the others being power development, 
navigation, irrigation and soll conservation, 
These factors often conflict, causing dissen- 
sions among the people on the upper and 
lower regions of the basin, 


The outstanding example of the applica- 
tion of this new approach is, of course, 
the Tennessee River under the administra- 
tion of the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
where all the various factors have been 
taken into account and co-ordinated, 


In respect to flood control alone, TVA 
claims to have accomplished substantial 
local savings and at the same time to have 
reduced the crest of the Mississippi by two 
feet. The worst floods on the Mississippi 
have been caused in the past when floods 
on several of its great tributaries—the Mis- 
souri, the Ohio, the Tennessee and the 
Arkansas—coincided, 


The experiment in the Tennessee Valley 


has by no meang passed the stage of con- 


troversy. Yet its substantial results in re- 
ducing the hazards of uncontrolled water 
and harnessing it to useful purposes have 
fired imaginations. Hardly a week goes by 
without the sketch of some new applica- 
tion of the TVA idea. 


TVA Example Stimulates Plans 


There are schemes for the Missouri and 
other tributaries of the Mississippi,.for the 
Columbia River basin and the Pacific 
Northwest, and for others. In fact, think 
of a river basin, and it’s likely that an ap- 
plication of the TVA notion has already 
been worked out for it tentatively, Not 
only in the United States but in many for- 
eign lands, the TVA has stimulated pleas- 
ant dreams of water control, 


There are schemes for a Palestinian Jor- 
dan-VA, for a Yangtze-VA, for a Danube- 
VA, to mention only three of the more 
glamorous. And few are likely to question 
the ends in view, considering the countless 
centuries during which man has suffered 
the ravages of flood. The controversies 
which all these plans invoke have to do not 
with objectives but with means—means of 
financing, means of political control.

The way in which the job was 
done made one feel confident of 
our capacity and proud of our hu- 
maneness. Capt. J. W. Moreland 
of San Bernardino, Cal., was the 
medical officer in charge.

building, and his voice, as he 
spoke, was not quite steady. 

For three days, with almost no 
sleep, he had seen the results of 
unspeakable Gestapo cruelties. 
Working with him were Capt. 
James G. Vanoot of Richmond, 
Va., and Cpl. Abraham J. Levy of 
Los Angeles. 


Evidence of Torture. 


Typhus had begun to spread in 
the prison, and one of the first 
duties of the detachment was to 
try to check it. Fortunately, they 
had an ample supply of DDT pow- 
der, one of the war's great con- 
structive discoveries, which kills 
insects almost instantly and yet 
does no harm to humans. As they 
sprayed the prisoners with the 
white. odorless powder, they said 
you could hear lice falling onto 
the papers spread on the floor. 
That may have been a slight exag- 
geration, but only slight. 

The Americans who cleaned out 
the prison found whips with knot- 
ted thongs that had been used to 
beat prisoners. They found hand- 
cuffs fastened to a wall from 
which victims had been suspend- 
ed. On a straw mattress in one 
cell, they found the imprints of a 
body—head, torso, arms and legs 
—in blood. Apparently, this was 
where some Man or woman had 
died after a beating. 

At Gestapo headquarters in the 
heart of Cologne, not far from the 
eathedral, they found other in- 
struments of torture and the re- 
mains of a gallows where hang- 
ings took place. When I visited 
this building four days after the 
occupation, the bodies of some 
prisoners were still in the cells, 
where they had been trapped in 
debris during the bombing and 
shelling of the city. 


Camp for “Displaced.” 


While one American detachment 
was cleaning out the prison, an- 
other was preparing a camp on 
the outskirts of Cologne for ‘“dis- 
placed persons,” which is the term 
applied to all Allied citizens inside 
Germany. The only available 
place was a concentration camp,

N yesterday’s column, I tried to describe what the opening of a 


occupation, the Americans were 
segregating various nationalities. 
Among 550 persons already in the 
camp, there were 19 different na- 
tionalities. This is a small ex- 
ample of the tremendous job of 
unscrambling which must be done 
as a result of the deliberate Nazi 
policy of confusing nationalities 
within the Reich. 


One of the largest national 
groups was Russian, with young 
women predominating. They were 
mostly in their early twenties, and 
what impressed you at once was 
their remarkable vitality and 
cheerfulness. One had a guitar, 
and they did four-part singing in 
voices that were sweet and clear. 


Their favorite song was one 
they themselves had made up in 
the course of their long enforced 
wandering from the Ukraine, 
where most of them had been 
seized by the Germans for forced 
labor, The song was about Stalin. 

We asked, through an interpre- 
ter, what they thought of Stalin. 
Almost as one they repeated sev- 
eral times, “Father Stalin, Father 
Stalin.” Their faces, as they said 
this magic phrase, were wreathed 
with smiles. Asked how life in 
Russia would be after the war, 
they said Father Stalin would see 
to it that there was plenty for 
everyone, 


The Polish barracks were far 
less cheerful. Here were a mother, 
father and four daughters, all of 
whom had worked for a German 
farmer since their enslavement. A 
son had been carried off across 
the Rhine by the Germans when 
they fled. 

I talked with a 23-year-old 
Dutchman, Hans Muder-Smid, who 
was seized in Amsterdam two 
years ago, when he refused to work 
for the Germans. He said he had 
collapsed with typhus while work- 
ing in a synthetic gasoline plant 
and had been sent to a hospital. 
Later, those who contracted typhus 
were simply allowed to die with- 
out hospitalization. “I was lucky,” 
he said, P 

What all these people want to 
know is when they can go home, 
but, of course, no one has an an- 
swer to that yet. France, for ex- 
ample, has a food and unemploy- 
ment problem, and is hardly in a 
position to take in any more de- 
pendents. In addition to the physi- 
cal obstacles to repatriation, there 
is endless red tape to be unsnarled. 

But at least these people are no 
longer slaves. They are under the 
supervision of American officers 
who want to do everything they 
can to help them.

A break-down of the major league playing dates for the 1945 
season brings to light some amazing facts—some things that a few 
years ago would have been thought impossible. 


Of the 154 games scheduled for 
St. Louis clubs at Sportsman’s 
Park, only 14 will be played in the 
sunshine (excluding Sundays and 
holidays.) And there will be a to- 
tal of 89 night games. 

When the American League 
schedule was released last week, 
it showed 43 night games for the 
Browns. The National League’s, 
released today, shows 46 under- 
the-light contests for the World 
Champion Redbirds, 

During the entire season the 
Cardinals do not play a single 
midweek day game in St. Louis. 
In fact, except for the two holiday 
twin bills, the only day games oth- 
er than Sunday are FOUR single 
Saturday afternoon engagements. 
The Browns play 10 day contests, 
three on Saturdays, leaving only 
seven mid-week affairs, Four of 
these come before night games 
are permitted and five after the 
date schedule-makers deem it too 
cold for arc light battles. 

However, once the Owl games 
begin, the only break for the 
Browns other than Sundays and 
holidays comes on Aug. 18, when 
the Yanks play a Saturday after- 
noon game here before going to 
Chicago for a doubleheader the 
following day. 

It wasn’t so many years ago 
that Saturday was rated next to 
Sundays and holidays as a draw- 
ing card. Now it's just another 
day, as witness the fact that there 
will be 17 SATURDAY NIGHT 
games at Sportsman’s Park, out of 
24 Saturday dates.

The committee, also referring to 
“WMC proposals ruled out by a 
War Department representative,” 
said further that the New Bedford 
program apparently was an “at- 
tempt to persuade the country 
and Congress that the voluntary 
system had broken down and that 
compulsion must be accepted.” 

The forced release program, 
which the WMC committee said 
should be revoked immediately 
in New Bedford, was ordered in- 
to effect there to channel about 
200 textile workers to jobs in 
Fisk and Firestone tire cord 
plants. 

This was to be accomplished by 
lowering the textile mill employ- 
ment ceilings. Of the first group 
of 90 workers designated for trans- 
fer, however, only one agreed to 
Switch jobs. The others appealed 
to WMC in Washington. 

“Free citizens resent the imposi- 
tion of action which they feel is 
tyranny,” the committee §state- 
ment said. Noting that WMC 
regulations require full consulta- 
tion with the area committee be- 
fore the forced release program 
may be put into effect, the com- 
mittee said this was not done in 
New Bedford. 

Members said they had refused 
to hear the New Bedford worker 
appeals from the directive. To do 
so, they said, “would compound 
the irregularity committed in the 
institution of the order .. .”

Pan American Union. 


The /agreements reached at 
Mexicg City providing for radical 
changés in the powers and organi- 
zation of the Pan-American Union 
are wholly desirable. They em- 
phasize the equality of sovereignty 
of the American nations. They 
will also improve the functioning 
of inter-American peace machin- 
ery, They should help to destroy 
the impression which has again 
very recently grown up that the 
influence of the United States Gov- 
ernment in the Pan-American Un- 
ion has been preponderant.

Some WFA officials expect a 
severe egg shortage next fall and 
winter. This expectation is based 
on reports of widespread sales of 
laying hens for meat and on pros- 
pects that fewer eggs will move 
into cold storage this spring. 

The same policies and feed-grain 
developments which caused the 
pork glut in 1944 have contributed 
to a tightening of cooking fats 
and shortening. 

The butter shortage appears per- 
plexing when milk production is 
being maintained at record levels. 
The explanation is simple. Govern- 
ment price policies tend to encour- 
age putting milk into dairy prod- 
ucts other than  butter—chiefly 
bottled milk, evaporated milk. 
dried milk and cheese. 

Food production is being ad- 
versely affected by many other 
factors. The farm labor supply is 
the smallest in nearly 40 years. 
Farmers have not been able to get 
anywhere near the farm machin- | 
ery needed. Fertilizers have not 
been plentiful. Shortage of rail 
and truck transportation has often 
interfered with movement of feed 
to livestock producers.

Acquisition From Ogden 
Legally by Friday — 
SEC Approves Gas Se- 


curities Sale. 


Acquisition of Laclede Power & 
Light Co. from Ogden Corporation 
by Union Electric Co. of Missouri 
will be completed legally at New 
York Friday, following approval 
by the Securities & Exchange 
Commission yesterday of the sale 


of new bonds and stock in the 
financial reorganization of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. The Laclede 
Gas reorganization and Laclede 
Power sale, pending for two years 
or more, were completely inter- 
twinned. 

Union Electric, which intends to 
carry out some new capital fi- 
nancing eventually, will draw 
funds temporarily from a reserve 
for a Venice power plant addition 
to hand over a check for the 
$8,600,000 base price for Laclede 
Power. J. W. McAfee, president 
of Union Electric, estimated today 
that, when the transaction is 
closed financially, March 31, the 
additional price would be $100,000 
to $150,000. Ogden Corporation, 
which owned Laclede Power, will 
turn over its share -of the pro- 
ceeds to Laclede Gas for the lat- 
ter’s reorganization. 

For some time Laclede Power, 
whose residential rates average 
about 9 per cent lower than Union 
Electric’s, will be operated as a 
separate division by Union Elec- 
tric. Under permission of the 
State Public Service Commission, 
there will be no change in rates 
of either concern for the present, 
but eventually it will be necessary 
to equalize them. Laclede Power 
has been doing about 15 per cent 
of the electric business in the 
city. It has about 42,000 custom- 
ers, more than 85 per cent of 
whom are residential. 

SEC approved sale of Ogden 
Corporation’s 90 per cent holding 
of new Laclede Gas stock to a 
banking syndicate at $4.44 a share. 
The syndicate immediately began 
sale of this stock to public in- 
vestors at $5 a share and reported 
today that it had been virtually 
sold out. Local brokers said there 
had been a considerable demand 
among St. Louis purchasers. No 
record is available now as to pur- 
chasers, but there has been no re- 
port of any concentration of hold- 
ing which might result in a_change 
of management. The new stock 
will be issued soon and public hold- 
ers of the old Laclede Gas stock 
then will receive new shares in ex- 
change for what they have had. 

Approval also was given by 
SEC to sale of the new Laclede 
Gas bond issue of 19 million dol- 
lars, at a premium of 52 cents per 
$100. The banking syndicate which 
bought the bonds began sale at 
once to investors at $102.25. The 
new bonds are being signed in 
New York now and will be issued 
in New York Friday. Their issu- 
ance will enable reelase of the 
mortgage under the old bonds, a 
factor involved in the Laclede 
Power sale. 

The Laclede Gas reorganization, 
in which funded debt is being 
reduced by more than one-third 
and interest charges on funded 
debt by 59 per cent, is being com- 
pleted barely in time to avoid the 
threat of foreclosure under $9,- 
246,000 in old first-mortgage bonds, 
due April 1 after three extensions. 
In addition, Laclede Gas has called 
23 millions in old second-mortgage 
bonds, on which interest will cease 
next Friday.

MALL amounts of leftover 
\ chicken or veal, and eggs, con- 

verted into Egg Foo Yeung, is 
one of the most fascinating and 
agreeable transformations. Not a 
man, woman or child could object 
to leftovers which have been treat- 
ed with such respect and served 
so attractively. There are two 
ways of cooking this intriguing 
dish—in either deep or shallow fat. 
If you are one of those careful 
people who never lets the deep fat 
in the frying kettle go beyond the 
frying temperature, and can fry 
batch after batch of food in the 
same fat then you will want to 
start frying this mixture in the 
ladle and then in the fat to finish 
into interesting fragile hemi- 
spheres. If you must confine your 
frying activities to shallow fat, 
then keep them shaped like thick 
gviddie cakes, and cook gently un- 
til you obtain the most tempting 
brown surface possible. Keep siz- 
zling hot until ready to serve. 
Have the soy sauce made as po- 
tent as your own taste dictates. 

Egg Foo Yeung. 

Three tablespoons flour, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons’ salt, four 
eggs, well beaten; two teaspoons 
chopped onion, one-half cup bean 
sprouts, one-half cup Chinese 
mixed vegetables (if. available), 
one cup cooked chicken or veal, 
diced; fat for frying. 

Mix flour and salt thoroughly 
into the eggs. Add remaining in- 
gredients except fat. Have fat in 
skillet to depth of one-fourth inch. 
Using a one-fourth cup measure, 
carefully pour mixture into hot 
fat. It will run slightly at first, 
but carefully scoop edges toward 
center of each patty with a spoon, 
Brown one side ofeach patty 
over medium heat until firm, turn 
and brown slightly on the ‘other 
side. Remove from skillet and 
keep hot while cooking remainder, 
Serve immediately with soy sauce. 
Makes about 12 patties. 


Soy Sauce. 

One and one-half teaspoons corn- 
starch, one and one-half teaspoons 
sugar, three-fourths cup water, 
one tablespoon soybean sauce. 

Mix cornstarch and sugar in a 
small saucepan; add water gradu- 
ally and blend until smooth. Heat 
to boiling; add soybean sauce and 
simmer one minute. 

Breakfast: Stewed prunes; soft- 
cooked eggs; whole wheat toast; 
jelly. 

Luncheon: Egg foo Yeung; fried 
rice; grapefruit with honey. 

Dinner: Mock chicken legs (veal 
and pork); mashed potatoes; 
creamed peas; cabbage slaw; corn- 
meal parkerhouse rolls; black bot- 
tom pie. 


Cornmeal] Parkerhouse Rolls. 

The palate appeal of good home- 
made bread and rolls tops that of 
all other victuals. Add one-third 
cup cornmeal, one tablespoon su- 
gar and one-half teaspoon salt to 
one and one-half cups hot milk in 
top of double boiler, stirring to 
keep smooth, Add two tablespoons 
shortening and blend well. Cover 
and cook over hot water for 30 
minutes, Cool to lukewarm. Soften 
one cake compressed yeast in one- 
fourth cup warm milk. Blend with 
cornmeal mixture. Add one beaten 
egg and beat well. Add two and 
one-half cups sifted all-purpose 
flours and as much more as need- 
ed to make dough stiff enough to 
knead until smooth and elastic. 
Cover and let rise in a warm 
place, until double in bulk. Turn 
out on lightly floured board and 
roll to one-third-inch thickness, 
Cut out with a floured two-inch 
biscuit cutter. Spread lightly with 
butter and fold over through mid- 
dle and press edges together. 
Brush surfaces with milk and 
sprinkle with cornmeal. Place one 
inch apart on a greased baking 
sheet. Let rise until double in bulk. 
Bake at 400 degrees F. for 15 to 
20 minutes. Makes three dozen.

The verbal descriptions are not 
much help. If you could harvest 
the bright illustrations you 
wouldn’t have to boast about your 
garden. Your plot would be a 
mecca for gardeners for miles 
around. 


“Test plot” results from our lo- 
cality are the honest answer to 
catalogue superlatives and offer a 
sensible basis for variety selec- 
tions, In the test plots, you can 
see variety after variety of all the 
vegetables we grow in our gar- 
dens. Their year by yecr accom- 
plishments change this “pig-in-a- 
poke” variety picking into com- 
mon-sense buying. 

The leaf lettuce standby is 
Black Seeded Simpson. This va- 
riety will bunch beautifully, and 


4 F XCELLENT quality, very 


‘will be crisper and better tasting 


when the plants are thinned to 
give each one at least an inch 
of row space. 

Head lettuce here in our cli- 
mate is a challenge as to whether 
you have a ‘green thumb.” If you 
want to make the test, the quali- 
ties of mignonette will be a real 
asset. It does not develop a big 
head, but it is hardy, heat resist- 
ant and good tasting, with an in- 
clination to a brownish color in 
the leaf tips and outer leaves. 
Great Lakes, an all-American se- 
lection and prize winner for 1944, 
is tops among the New York-impe- 
rial types. The seed is rather 
Scarce this year; if you can’t get 
it and are aiming for large heads 
of fine quality, try New York 12 
or 44. 

Peas must be planted in time 
for picking before the hot weath- 
er. Little marvel and Thomas 
Laxton dark-podded are of excel- 
lent quality. We cannot count on 
g00d pea harvests every year in 
this locality, but these two “wrin- 
kle-type” peag are so sweet, big 
and delicious when fresh picked 
that they are always worth: the 
chance, 


Carrots, long, slender, well 
formed ones, are no trick in good 
loam soil. What is your plot? If 
the answer is “clay,” then oxheart, 
a short, thick variety, is your ally. 
Imperator and red-cored chante- 
nay have more desirable shape 
and flavor, but should be rejected 
for heavy soil duty. 

Cabbage plants, if you are buying 
them from the store, are rarely 
as satisfactory as the home-grown 
ones, though they do stand the 
hardships of transplanting much 
better than most vegetables. In 
any case, it is a wise precaution to 
buy a “yellows-resistant” variety 
in “shipped from the South” 
plants. Jersey Queen and Resist- 
ant Detroit share first place in the 
early “resistants.” Old standbys 
in the standard varieties are Gold- 
en Acre, Copehagen and Glory of 
Enkhuizen, listed in the order of 
their earliness. This does not, by 
any means, include all the vari- 
eties that have won staunch sup- 
porters in our part of the country. 

Beet favorites are Detroit Dark 
Red and Cresby’s Egyptian, both 
offering “tops” good in size and 


flavor, as well as desirable taste 
and quality in the beet. 

Chard is another better-than- 
spinach “green.” The leaves are 
larger and upright, which simpli- 
fies the washing job. Fordhook 
Giant, for its dark green color, is 
my preference though Lucullus 
seems to be the more popular of 
the two varieties that do best 
hereabouts. 

Onions from seed ask too much 
of time and patience considering 
the good quality of the sets that 
are now in the stores and the 
probability of the kind of plants 
that will be on sale soon. Select 
the small firm sets about the size 
of a ten-cent piece. They promise 
the best onions, for the larger 
bulbs are likely to produce seed 
stalks, which mean thicker necks 
and lowered storing quality. If you 
are looking forward to storing 
onions as well as the “greenies” 
the experts say “start with plants.” 
I haven't figured out why, but ex- 
perience certainly backs up the 
advice. 

Tomatoes are included in this 
list of suggestions for early plant- 
ings because there is still time 
to start your own and the advan- 
tages, to my way of thinking, are 
impressive. Stokesdale and Scarlet 
Canner—sometimes listed as Gar- 
den State—are rather new to the 
favorite listings. Both were de- 
veloped for large commercial can- 
ners and have taste appeal, firm- 
ness and big yielding possibilities. 
Rutgers, Marglobe and Break 
o’'Day—those names stand for 
everything you can ask for in 
disease-resistance, flavor and all- 
round good character. Do you 
know Golden Jubilee? It has the 
color of a tree-ripened orange, 
fine slicing and juice quality and 
a less acid flavor than the red 
tomatoes.

OST interesting of six “Hot Jazz” albums of 10-inch re- 
M issues from the Victor vaults contains eight of the famous 

New Orleans jazz sides recorded by Jelly-Roll Morton’s 
Red Hot Peppers between 1926 and 1930. Two numbers, “Side- 
walk Blues” and “Dead Man Blues,” with hocum introductions, 
are being reissued for the first time since 1926. Also in the 
book are “Deep Creek,” “Red Hot Pepper,” “Burnin’ the Ice- 
berg,” “Pretty Lil,” “Little Lawrence” and “Ponchatrain.” 
McKinney's Cotton Pickers, with Don Redman’s sax and voice 
taking a lot of the spotlight in another album, do “Cherry,” 
“Shim-me-sha-Wabble,” “Plain Dirt,” “Zonky,” “Baby Won't 
You Please Come Home,” with a swell vocal by George Thomas, 
“Never Swat a Fly,” “Rocky Road” and “Blues Sure Have 
Got Me.” Latter, according to one of the leading record authori- 
ties in these parts, is being released for the first time. Dis- 
appointingly absent from this book of 1928-30 discs is the 
Cotton Picker’s great “Milneberg Joys.” An album of Louis 
Armstrong waxings of 1932 and 1933 contains the interesting 
“That's My Home,” a fine example of Louis’ singing and trum- 
peting with great feeling. Also in the book are “I Hate to 
Leave You Now,” “I Gotta Right to Sing the Blues,” “There’s 
ea Cabin in the Pines.” “When It’s Sleepy Time Down South,” 
“Basin Street Blues,” “Snowball” and “St. Louis Blues.” These 
albums are accompanied by explanatory booklets by Charles 
Edward Smith. Albums in the series by the Benny Goodman 
Trio and Quartet, Quintet of the Hot Club of France and 
Lionel Hampton’s orchestra will be discussed here next week.

DENNIS DAY, singer who gained prominence as a stooge 
for Jack Benny, does eight numbers, with orchestral accom- 
paniment, in Capitol’s newest album of four 10-inch records. 
He applies his tenor voice in his typical style to “Smoke Gets 
in Your Eyes,” “All the Things ¥ou Are,” “I’ve Got You Under 
My Skin,” “When Day Is Done,” “Danny Boy,” “With a Song 
in My Heart,” “My Heart Stood Still” and “Falling in Love 
With Love.”

JLie” and “Maybe It's All for the Best” by the Ink Spots— 
Hoppy Jones's falsetto singing monopolizes these two crying- 
in-the-beer numbers; “Just a Prayer Away” and “My Mother's 
Waltz” by Bing Crosby, the Ken Darby Singers, Ethel Smith 
at the organ, and Victor Young’s orchestra—with all that talent, 
how could it help but be good; “Taps for the Japs” and “Main 
Street’ by Freddie “Schnickelfritz” Fisher — screwy music;

Even those who lived 
hundreds of years before Christ 
have a modern twist to their 
teaching. For instance, take to- 
day’s subject of decision: “Men 
must be decided upon what they 
will not do,” says Mencius. “Then 
they can act with vigor in what 
they ought to do.”

ITH the arrival of spring, 

things are beginning to look 

up around the Armory, at 
3676 Market street. Because spring 
usually means floods in these 
parts, and floods mean that the 
boys of the Missouri State Guard 
will have their annual opportunity 
to emerge from obscurity and 
show the taxpayers what they can 
do when they have a chance. 

Of course, the boys don’t actual- 
ly sit around and wish for a flood, 
but as pinch hitters for the Mis- 
souri National Guard, which has 
been away to war for some four 
years now, they are seldom heard 
of unless there is a riot or a con- 
vulsion of nature. Riots are 
scarcer than cigarettes, and about 
the only convulsion of nature they 
can count on is the annual flood 
of the Missouri River. 

As a consequence, the boys have

come to look upon themselves as 
the forgotten men of this war, a 
state of affairs over which they 
are more hurt than angry. Be- 
cause, in return for the time and 
energy they spend in drill, and 
learning all the various branches 
of military art, they receive no 
pay and hardly enough recogni- 
tion to give them a decent glow 
of pride. 

In fact, few people are even 
aware of their existence, and those 
who are, are inclined to confuse 
them with the National Guard or 
the Home Guard. They don’t 
mind so much being confused with 
the National Guard, but to be re- 
ferred to as the Home Guard is 
considered something of an insult 
and is harder to bear than being 
ignored. 

For the sake of the record—and 
in recognition of these unsung 
heroes of the home front, the Mis- 
sourt State Guard is a volunteer 
unit which was organized by a 
group of solid citizens shortly 
after the Missouri National Guard 
was called into service in the early 
days of the war. Its purpose was 
to take over the functions of the 
National Guard for the duration 
of the war. 

These functions, in case you 
don’t know, consist rpughly of sup- 
pressing disorders, protecting life 
and property within the state, 
helping in emergencies and dis- 
asters arising from the war and 
other causes, and co-operating 
with Federal troops in preventing 
or suppressing activities of enemy 
agents. 

There have been no riots or 
enemy agents to deal with so far, 
but the Guard more than justified 
its existence during the floods of 
the last two springs, and should 
any riots or enemy agents appear, 
they are more than prepared to 
deal with them. 

There are five regiments in the

state. The First Regiment, here 
in St. Louis, has five battalions 
and a normal strength of 1000 men. 
But as the war progresses and the 
white hot enthusiasm of the early 
days of the war tends to cool 
down, recruiting becomes more 
and more difficult, with the re- 
sult that the regiment now boasts 
a strength of slightly fewer than 
800 men. 

Recruiting !s done Individually 
and collectively, and just about 
any tactics are considered legal, 
short of catching a man in a bear 
trap. The age limits used to be 
from 18 to 50, but they have been 
extended to 55 now, in the hope 
of recruiting a few extra and 
bringing the strength up to nor- 
mal. 

The members of the Guard come, 
as the expression goes, from all 
walks of life, You'll find virtually 
every job or profession represent- 
ed, from bakers to bankers, and

even a few newspapermen. Each 
battalion drills one night each 
week, and a visit to the place be- 
tween the hours of 7:15 and 10:15 
will soon convince you that they 
aren’t just playing at being sol- 
diers. 

When they arrive at the Armory 
they go to the locker rooms where 
they change from civilian clothes 
to GI uniforms, and once they are 
in uniform everything proceeds on 
a strict military basis and no 
horse-play. 

In addition to drill, the men are 
required to take instruction in 14 
branches of military tactics. In 
separate classrooms, presided over 
by officers who know their busi- 
ness, they receive instructions in 
such practices as tearing down 
and re-assembling machine guns, 
how to read maps, how to use 
hand grenades, the art of infiltra- 
tion and s0 on. 

They also become proficient in 
the use of the rifle, the machine 
gun, the sub-machine gun and the 
special short shotgun used by the 
army in quelling riots. Not that 
they are taught to be “trigger- 
happy” when dealing with rioters, 
however. Just the opposite, in 
fact. It is impressed upon them 
that shooting is absolutely the last 
resort in dealing with any situa- 
tion. 

Every man goes into the Guard 
as a private and all the officers 
have risen from the ranks. Each 
battalion is headed by a major and 
an executive officer with the rank 
of captain. The Captain does most 
of the desk work. If a man wants 
to rise from the ranks he can do 


so by study and hard work. An 


extra course is held every Mon- 
day night in advanced military 
subjects for men who want to im- 
prove themselves and their posi- 
tion. 

Uniforms and equipment for the 
privates and non-coms is furnished 
by the army and conforms to reg- 
ulation GI uniforms, except for 
the hélmets. The boys wear the 
old-type helmet used in the last 
war. Officers buy their own uni- 
forms. 

The State Guard, though not ac- 
tually a part of the United States 
Army, is under control of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau. It is subject 
only to the call of the Governor of 
the state and is not supposed to 
operate outside the boundaries of 


with the Seventh Service Com- 
mand in missions which it might 
be requested to undertake, 


Enlistment in the State Guard 
is for three years, and while not 
as binding as an enlistment in the 
regular army, a man can’t just 
pick up his hat and walk out. He 
can receive an honorable dis- 
charge, however, if he presents a 
legitimate reason. 


But while he is in, he is sub~ 
ect to the rules of the United 
tates Army, and when he enlists 

he obligates himself to report for 
drill one night each week. He can 
be excused from drill] for good and 
sufficient reasons, but the army’s 
jurisdiction extends to the point 
where a man can be charged with 
being AWOL and subject to mili- 
tary arrest. 


Only one man has been arrested 
for being AWOL since the guard 
was organized. He wanted to go 
squirrel hunting, but hig com- 
manding officer didn’t feel that 
squirrel hunting was a good and 
sufficient reason, especially during 
war time. “It isn’t every day,” he 
said to the man, “that we have a 
war on our hands.” 


“And it isn’t every day,” the 
man is reported to have replied, 
“that I get to go squirrel hunt- 
ing.” So he went squirrel hunt- 
ing. He was reported AWOL, ar- 
rested by military police, and 
spent a day in the city jail. There 
have been no AWOL cases since, 


The case was an exceptional one 
for the reason that the men who 
join the State Guard are sincere 
in their desire to help out in the 
war. Many of them are men who 
are disqualified, because of age or 
for physical reasons, for the reg- 
ular Army. However the Guard 
has sent several thousand men in- 
to the service since it was organ- 
ized, and even now the turn-over 
in men is about 50 per cent every 
year, which is one of the things 
which make recruiting an endless 
task. 

Unlike members of the National 
Guard, who receive regular pay 
for drilling, State Guard members 
receive no pay—except when called 
out for riot or emergency duty. 
Then they receive regular Army 
pay for the period of the emer- 
gency,
